Senator Carmack’s Amendment. 

Another amendment offered by Sena- 
tor Carmack to fix the liabilities of com- 
mon carriers, railroad and transporta- 
tion companies for negligence was adopt-~- 
e4 unanimously and will be incorporated 
in or added to the bill as a new section 
The amendment is as follows: 

"That any common carrier, railroad or 
transportation company receiving “prop- 
erty for transportation from a point in 
one state to a point in another state, 
shall issue a recetpt or bill of lading 
therefor and shall be liable to the holder 
thereof for any loss, damage or injury | 
to such property caused by its negligence | 
or that of any common carrier, railroad | 
or transportation company to which such 
property may be delivered, or over whose 
line or lines such property may pass, 
and no contract, receipt, rule or regula- 
tion shall exempt such common carrier, 
railroad or transportation company from 
the liability herein imposed. Provided, 
that nothing in this section shall de- 
prive the holder of such receipt or bill 
of lading from any remedy or right of 
action which he now has under existing 
law. 

“That common carrier, railroad or 
transportation company issuing such re- 
ceipt or bill of lading shall be entitled 
to recover from the common carrier, 
railroad or _ transportation company 
through whose negligence the loss, dam- 
@ge or injury shall have been sustained 
the amount of such loss, damage or in- 
jury as it may be reauired to pay to 
the owners of such property.’’ 


Express and Car Lines. 


Sevéral amendments were. suggested 
providing for both inclusion and exclu- 
_ sion of express companies and proprie- 
tary cars under the bill, but no action 
was taken. There was also a. number 
of amendments offered to section ! of 
the Hepburn bill, on the subject of what 
is known as joint rates. 

No amendments were offered at the 
session today which had any bearing 
upon the court features affecting rates 
fixed by the commission. It had been 
gaid that Senator Knox would prepare 
an amendment on the subject acceptable 
to the president, but this rumor could 
not be confirmed. Senator Aldrich, who. 
represents the faction seeking to amend | 
the bill, does not credit the report nor | 
‘does Senator Dolliver, who is seeking 
to have the bill passed without amend- 
ment on that subject. 

Senator Spooner has a plan relating to 
the adjustment of differences between 
the interstate commerce commission and 
common carriers respecting rates, but 
he is not ready to make the details pub- 
lic. This plan provides that when a com- 
mon carrier protests against a rate fixed 
by the commission and seeks a restrain- 
ing order the common carmer may be- 
come compelled to pay into the courts 
weekly.or monthly amounts equaling the 
differences between the rates established 
by the railroad and fixed by the commis- 
sion. 


Court ‘To Hold Payments. 

These payments are to be held by the 
courts pending the review and returned 
to the railroads in the event the com- 
mission order was declared unreasonable. 
If the commission's order should be up- 
held the money paid by the courts would 
be paid not to the shipper, but to the 
producer of the commodity shipped. 
Senator Spooner has not perfected the 
plan to his own satisfaction, but he is 
devoting a great deal of thought to it. It 
is stated that. the supporters of the 
‘house bil! wil; not oppose an amendment 
of that character for the reason that it 
doeg not suspend the operation of the 
cotntnissien in fixing rates and would 
teng to discourage frequent appeals. 

Both republican factions express the be- 
lief that Attorney General Moody is

Paris, February 16.—An “urgent” writ 


was today served on Count Boni de Cas- 
tellane making him defendant in the sep- 
aration proceedings of his wife, formerly 
Anna Gould.

The 
count accepted service of the writ, even 
calling on the countess’ lawyers to fa- 
cilitate fixing on a place where the writ 
could be delivered.

‘in its various forms for the year 19065. 
| The silk industry has reached a stage 
|that every American may be proud of, 
Less than thirty years ago the United 
| States had only 200 silk mills, today we 
have 1,029 silk mills that produce silks, 
velvets, plushes of every form and de- 
scription in quality equal to the best any 
Other country in this wide world is ca- 
pable to produce, No less than 90,000 
people are employed in the silk mills of 
the United States, and the total output 
of the silk mills for 1905 was more than 
$105,000,000. Adding to this the import- 
ed silks, the total consumption of silks 
in the United States amounted to no less 
than $150,000,000, equa} to $2 per capita 
for each inhabitant of the United States. 
It is the most significant fact that every 
mill of the one thousand or more is 
equipped with the ‘most modern machin- 
ery, looms of the latest pattern, spindies 
of the highest speed, and accessory ma- 
chinery together with the motive power 
producing plants are of the very best, 
According to ‘''Davison’s Silk Trade” 
there were only 940 silk mills in the 
United States January |, 1905, and 1,029 
January |, 1906, an increase of eighty- 
nine new silk milis'in one year, of which 
it is interesting to note that the state of 
Georgia contributed one, and this being 
the only silk spinning mill in the whole 
State, located in Augusta. From the same 
authority we find that no less than 309 
of the silk mills out of the whole total 
are located in the state of New Jersey, 
and the greater majority of these 309 
is situafed in the city of Paterson. In 
addition to the home manufacture we im- 
ported silk goods amounting to $32,749,- 
000, half of which represented dress 
goods, while the other half camprised 
ribbons, laces, embroideries, velvets and 
spun silk yarns and otlger wearing ap- 
parel, To this must be added duty, of 
more than 50 per cent on the dollar, 
which makes the total cost for the im- 
ported silks nearly $50,000,000. 
Seventy-five million dollars gold is sent 
to European countries for the raw silk 
that can be raised in the United States. 
An interesting fact in the silk industry 
for the year 1905 is that we imported 
15,426,183 pounds of raw silk, of which 
Httle Japan supplied $27,826,000 worth, 
while China, the largest silk producing 
country fn the world, only sold us $5,715,- 
000 and Europe supplied us with $17,449,- 
000. The balance come from other coun- 
tries. 
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FREIGHT OROWDS THE YARDS. 


Railroad Men Will Relieve the Situ- 
ation at Valdosta. 


Valdosta, Ga., February 16.—(Special.) 
Division Superintendent Bennett, General 
Manager ‘Rioyal, General Superintendent 
Riddle and Superintendent of Roadway 
Pleasants, of the Atlantic Coast Line, 
made a visit to the city this week for 
the purpose of investigating the congested 
condition of freight shipments in the 
railroad yards and ware houses here, with 
a view to relieving the same. Nothing 
like the conditions prevailing here now 
were ever seen in Valdosta before, and 
the railroads appear to be swamped by 
the volume of business they have been 
called on to handle recently. The yards 
are filled with loaded carsS which the 
railroad men have been unable to place 
or unload rapidly enough. Some of the 
wholesale merchants here have had as 
many as fifteen or eighteen cars of 
freight in the yards for weeks at a time, 
which they are unable to have placed at 
their ware houses for unloading.

Alderman Key then read the famous 
report, which recommended that police 
commissioners should be ineligible to suc- 
veed themselves and recommending the 
adoption of civi] service tn the depart- 
ment. 

“(Men have been put on and off the po- 
lice force,’’ continued the alderman, when 
he had finished reading, ‘‘for political and 
factional purposes, We have an ordinance 
making cOmmissioners ineligible to suc- 
ceed themselves, but the action of this 
caucus, by nominating the two men whom 
I kave named, may result in bringing 
about exactly the same siatus of fac- 


tions as existed at the time this report 


was brought in. 

“You wil] find, too, that obstructions 
will be placed in the way of the adoption 
of the civil service system. Mark my 
words. You will do wrong to send these 
men back to that board, There are other 
good men in this city, perfectly capable 
of running that department wisely and 
efficiently.
